When informed of the death 
of 
Nelson W. Aldrich, 
former 
United 
States senator, who became famous 
as a framer of tariff and currency 
hills, the news of which was received 
by the Daily Republican, in the fore­ 
going dispatch from New York this 
morning, Janies K. Watson, of this 
city, who was intimately acquainted 
and closely associated 
with 
the 
rormer 
senator while a member of 
congress, expressed deep regret lo 
hear of his sudden death. 
Mr. W at­ 
son did not know that he had been ill 
much less in danger of death. 


“ I worked many years with Mr. 
Aldrich,” said Mr. Watson, 
“and 
through my close association with 
him we became intimately acquaint­ 
ed, 
lie was a man of most remark­ 
able ability. 
He had a more extend­ 
ed knowledge of the details of the 
tariff question than any man in pub­ 
lic life. 
He studied the tariff ques­ 
tion at home and 
abroad; 
learned 
the labor conditions and wages in all 
countries in every phase of action 
which competed with our manufact­ 
urers. 
This made him a great auth­ 
ority on the subject. 
“Hi's ambition was not to make a 
tariff law, 
although 
he helped 
to 
frame five, but his great 
ambition 
was to reform the currency system 
of the United States. 
11' it had not 
been for the odium attached to his 
name, 
fiis 
financial scheme 
would 
have been adopted as a whole. Prac­ 
tically every banker in 
the 
United 
States indorsed the Aldrich plan and 
when the present 
federal 
reserve 
banking law was formulated, they 
adopted eight sections of the Aid- 
rich law, and those 
eight 
sections 
form that part of the law which is 
regarded as safe and sane today. 
It is only the new sections written by 
others that make 
it of 
doubtful 
propriety. 
“lie was a most remarkable politi­ 
cal organizer. 
He understood men 
and motives and was a remarkable 
politician. 
He had the abiity to get 
people together, adjust 
differences 
and straighten out tangles. 
“ lie was a much 
misunderstood 
and unappreciated man 
during the 
last few years of his life. 
Those 
who knew him best and were longest 
associated with him had the 
most 
unstinted admiration for his quali­ 
ties, for his characteristics 
as 
a 
statesman and a man. 
“ He was correct in his habits and 
was one ol the hardest workers 
I 
ever knew in my life. 
He was eter­ 
nally at it and accomplished much 
by his unfagging industry.” 
Mr. Watson pointed out that he 
was a member of the senate thirty 
years. 
The Payne-Aldrich tariff hill 
passed during the Taft administra­ 
tion. was not the only one in which 
the former senator had a big part, 
Mr. Watson added.

Chicks hatched from eggs laid 
by such stock will practically raise 
themselves if given half a chance. 
1 he winter laying flock should com­ 
prise your early hatched pullets of 
this year, 
liaise the pullets in the 
poultry house that you expect them 
to lay in the next winter. 
And do 
not change them this fall from one 
house to another under any consid­ 
eration because if you do they will 
mould their leathers and you 
will 
not get any eggs until the following 
spring. 
These pullets will lay from 
September, 1915 to August, 1916 if 
properly cared for judiciously fed. 
! hen nature will assert herself and 
these hens will moult their feathers 
and rest until the following spring 
when their eggs will 
be 
ideal 
for 
hatehing. 
Many liens are now beginning to 
tool the effect of their heavy spring 
laying.

The state board of finance has is­ 
sued the second call 
within 
two 
months for advance payment of all 
money due the state in the state tax, 
benevolent institutions and educa­ 
tional institutions funds, from 
all 
county treasurers. 
The money is to 
be sent to the state treasurer on or 
before April 25. 
A similar call issued last month 
netted the state $223,000 and it is 
expected that the latest 
call 
will 
amount to more than this as at this 
time of the year the receipts at the 
treasurers’ 
offices 
are 
especially 
heavy due to the payment-, of spring 
taxes. 
Gn the March call Rush 
county 
sent to the state $6,000 this being 
the amount due the state at 
that 
time from the three funds set out in 
the call. With the mills coming every 
month there will likely be no semi­ 
annual settlement with this county 
and the state as lias been done in the 
past, 
it was always customary to 
make a semi-annual settlement fol­ 
lowing the close of the 
taxpaying 
period but under the calls of state 
board the state receives most of the 
money due every month. 
The amount the state will receive 
t rum County Treasurer Williams on 
the April call will likely be a little 
more than $6,000. 
The money is 
coming in very rapidly for 
spring 
taxes and the share to the state will 
likely be larger. 
State officials ex­ 


p e c t that a sum between 
$300,000 
and $350,000 would be realized from 
this call, and that the receipt of this 
money would 
obviate the necessity 
of any further temporary loans to 
aid the state 
treasury’s 
depleted 
condition, during the half of the year 
ending June 30. 
The state officials announce, that 
the temporary loan, now outstanding 
amounting to $400,000, will be paid 
in full at the close of the coming 
June settlement. 
No statement was 
made as to whether tin* state would 
again borrow money between June 
30 and December 31, but it is hardly 
probable the state can weather the 
latter half of the year without bor­ 
rowing more money.

senator while a member of 


congress, expressed deep regret-J.o 
hear of his sudden death. Mr. Wat- 
soii did not know that he had been ill 
much less in danger of death. 


"I worked many years with Mr. 


Aldrich." .-aid Mr. Watson. "and 
through my close association with 
him we became intimately acquaint- 
ed. Jle was a man of most remark- 
able ability, lie had a more extend- 
ed knowledge of the details of the 
tariff question than any man in pub- 
lic lii'e. 
He studied the tariff ques- 


tion at home and 
abroad; 
learned 


the labor conditions and wages in all 
countries in every phase of aetion 
which competed with our manufact- 
urers. 
This made him a great auth- 


ority on the subject. 


"Hi- ambition was not to make a 


tariff law, although he helped 
to 


frame five, but his great 
ambition 


was to reform the currency system 
of the United States. 
If it had not 


been for the odium attached to his 
name, his financial .scheme 
would 


have been adopted as a whole. J'rae- 
tically every banker in 
the 
United 


States indorsed the. Aldrich plan and 
when the present

reserve 


banking law was formulated, they 
adopted eight sections of the Aid- 
rich law. and those

regarded as safe and sane today.
